‘Grim Battles 


For Donetz 


Bridgehead 


USSIAN forces, after a week 
R of relative lull, are again fight- 
ing grimly to hold their lines 
on the Upper Donetz, behind 
Kharkov. The Germans, _ says 
Reuter's Special Correspondent in 
Moscow, are racing against time in 
an attempt to drive a breech 
between Byelgorodi and Chuguyev 
before the spring mud rea¥y over- 
takes them. ‘The ground is already 
but Marshal von Man- 
stein knows that in a few weeks the 
Donetz will be in flood, and, 
therefore, even more difficult to cross. 
Though the Russians have been able 
to hold up the first fury of the 
German onslaught here, there is no 
doubt that the situation is still 
serious. 

It can be confidently assumed that 
the Soviet High Command is fully 
prepared for this danger, but opera- 
tions in this sector between the two 
main north-south railways are con- 
siderably hampered by the lack of 
east-west lines. On the Central 
front General Koniev is still advanc- 
ing from his base on the west side 
of the Dnieper’ river, gradually 
tightening the hold on Smolensk’s 
outer defences. 

Koniev also has to face larger 
defence forces concentrated in and 
around Smolensk, 


NIGHT, BATTLE . 
Russian tanks eatly yesterday 
penetrated into Dorogobtzh, im- 
portant town on the  sloscow- 
Smolensx railway, after a fierce 
night battle, says Reuter’s special 
correspondent in Stockholm. Dorogo- 
buzh is about 45. miles east of 
Smolensk. This frontal drive is 
meeting with increased German 
but the Russians here 
may be powerfully helped by the 
troops advancing from Byelli. 

The Russian drive north of Duk- 
hovschina, 35 miles north-east of 
Smolensk, may give the — Russians 
the chance of cutting off Yartsevo. 
It is possible that this threat will 
compel the Germans to evacuate 
Yartsevo without petting up too 
stiff a resistance. The third 
Russian prong, advancing along the 
Sukhinitchi-Smolensk railway, has 
now reached a point a few miles 
east of Hegnya, about 50 miles from 
Smolensk. ‘The situation along the 
Donetz is definitely better. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent, -in 
a cable received from Moscow last 
night, said: Russian troops are*clos- 
ing in on the German bridgehead in 
the Kuban, from north and south. In 
the north they have extended their 
victory at Slavyanskaya by the 
capture of Protoks Station. In the 
south they are moving forward from 
Abinskaya (20 miles north-east of 
Novorossisk ). 


GERMAN CLAIMS 

The German News Agency said 
lust night that a lull had set in on 
the whole Russian front. It added, 
Maille that the Russians were still 
attacking south of Lake Ladoga, 
where they were stated to be bring- 
ing up reserves. 

The Agency also issued a. claim 
that, during the winter battles from 
November to March, 12,000 Soviet 
tanks and 3,763 ‘planes were 
destroyed or captured. In the battle 
for Orel 150, killed and 10,595 
prisoners were taken, the Agency 
declared, and in Kharkov and Byel- 
gorod battles 50,000 men were killed 
and 19,594 taken prisoner. 

"The Agency added: ‘‘ During the 
winter battles until the beginning of 
the German counter-offensive the 
Russians lost between the Don and 
Dnieper 215,000 men, west of Kursk 
they lost 50,000 men. In the course 
of the winter offensive, which has 
now reached its conclusion, the total 
of losses of the Red Army surpasses 
one and a-half million.’’—(Reuter.)

tion, ‘‘ Wartime Rationing,” issued 
In Geneva. The other three are the 
United Kingdom, Switzerland and 
Portugal. It notes, however, that 
the United Kingdom and Switzerland 
were characterised by high standards 
of living, and relied relatively little 
on potatoes and cereals, so that there 
had been ample room for the expan- 
son of the consumption of bread and 
potatoes as other foods grew scarce. 

In a table showing what rations 
of the ten chief foods are given in 
the different European countries the 
word “‘free’’ (unrationed) appears 
opfosite Ireland in all of the ten 
columns, except the columns for 
sugar and tea; but the Irish sugar 
ration is shown to be more liberal 
than that for any other country, 
except Sweden and Denmark. ~ 

The only other country with a con. 
siderable number of ‘‘ frees ” appear- 
ing in the columns is Denmark, 
where, however, cereals and fats are 
also rationed. 

Of the countries in which meat is 
rationed the highest allowances were 
in the United: singdom, | closely 
followed by Switzerland. . The quan- 
tities' available in Spain and Greece 
were stated to be “tragically low.’’ 

Referring to the general standard 
of nutrition, the report says that 
Sweden, Switzerland, Denmark, the 
United Kingdom and Portugal show 
no sign of any serious decrease in 
either the level of consumption or 
the nutritional composition of the 
diet. i 

The consumption of sugar, meat, 
eggs and fats has decreased, it says, 
making for a greater monotony of 
food, but the diet still contams a 
sufficiency of calories and, by and 
large, also of protective- foocs— 
potatoes, leafy vegetables, milk and 
whole or fortified bread. In the 
United Kingdom the average diet 
would appear to be better composed 
than before the war. In Germany, 
says the report, the level of food 
consumption was maintained until 
April, 1942, when decreases in the 
rations of bread, fat and meat, 
together with rationing of potatoes, 
caused a situation which suggested 
that certain sections of the popula- 
tion may be slightly, though not 
critically, short of energy-building 


foods. 
POORLY-FED 
COUNTRIES 

Both under-nourishment and mal- 
nutrition were prevalent in France, 
Belgium, Norway and Finland, Italy 
and Spain, while there appeared to 
be a state more or less bordering on 
famine iu Poland, Greece and parts 
of Yugoslavia. 

Milk is still nominally unrationed in 
Denmark, Switzerland, the Balkans 
and Sweden, though this does not 
necessarily imply. the absence ..oí 
scarcities. It is stated that a child 
should have about a quart of milk 
(1,000 grammes) a day. The actual 
allowances in the selected countries 
to children under 3 are: Netherlands, 
1,000; France, Germany and Nor- 
way, 750, and United Kingdom 570 
grammes. 

The greatest reduction Aí sugar 
has taken place in France and 
Switzerland, but the consumption 
in Italy may be greater than before 
the war. Fats generally were the 
most severely rationed of all food- 
stuffs on the Continent, owing to 
shortage of imported feeding-stufts.

In their origins the two books 
under: review were different. That 
of General Sikorski was first 
published in Warsaw in 1934, ex- 
pressly as dealing with the principles 
of modern war. It has been taken 
as a text-book in Russian and 
Turkish military colleges. The 
General says, regarding this English 
edition: “I have preferred to have 
this book published exactly as -I 
wrote it, without attempting to 
revise itortoaddtoit.”” ‘MacArthur 
on War” is, on the other hand 
@ compilation—but one most judicious 
and felicitous, Mr. Waldrop. only 
contributing as much as was needed 
to afford an adequate setting. The 
first. chapter ‘s i anno by a speech 
which General MacArthur made in 
1935 to veterans of the 42nd (‘‘ Rain- 
bow ”) Division, which he had com- 
manded in France seventeen years 
before. The next five chapters con- 
sist of the successive annual reports 
made by the General as Chief of 
Staff. Then follows his plan for 
defence ot tho Philippines; extracts 
from his Philippine communiqués; 
evidence given before committees of 
Congress—on aviation and pay and 
promotion, respectively. 

It will be gathered from the fore- 
going that each of these books is 
ong. and solid. They take plenty 
reading—but they repay the 
reader with interest for all his 
trouble. Prubably the best way to 
satisfy the general reader of their 
worth is to examine their respective 
values as prophecies concerning the 
present wcrid war. Once the two 
authorities are established as reliable 
prophets, it will be easier to convince 
people that their general outlook 
might, on the whole, be fairly ac- 
cepted as reasonable. |

Take this, then, by General Sikor- 
ski: ‘“‘It is beyond doubt that the 
use of very varied and powerful 
material will constitute one of the 
characteristics of modern waffare 
and will make it different from all 
past wars, not excluding the last 
world conflict.”’ ind again: ‘‘ The 
principal advantage and innovation, 
as far as motorisation and mechani- 
sation are concerned, is to increase 
the strategical and tactical mobility 
of the units. The motorised units, 
capable of rapidly covering great 
distances and moving on all terrains 
contribute to the flexibility o 
manceuvre, “which on the battlefield 
will take adyantage of the power 
and the speed due to mechanisation.”’ 
These were certainly not bad fore- 
casts in 1934. 

I do not know whether or not 
General Sikorski is an artilleryman 
by professional formation. He cer- 
tainly saw far ahead regarding that 
arm: ‘‘ The most modern means of 
traction is the perfected caterpillar, 
attaining a great speed on roads and 
offering remarkable facility of pro- 
gress on all terrains. Rapidly 
travelling great distances from one 
region to another, and instantly 
ready to go into ection, artillery 
thus equipped could meet all the 
necessities Of war much better than 
by any other means.” And here we 
find foreshadowed the dive-bomber 
or its equivalent as the probable 
heavy, long-range artillery of the 
future: ‘‘It would doubtless be more 
important still to achieve the speed- 
ing-up of the firing of the guns, a 
condition imposed by the rapidity of 
action in modern battle and by the 
ever-growing intensity of combat. 
Owing to the considerable develop- 
ment of flying, which, in fact, ex- 
tends the action of the artillery to 
hundreds of miles, the increase in 
the range of artillery fire, éutside 
the immediate zone of combat, will 
remain @ secondary problem, It 
follows from this that modern war- 
fare will doubtless put hight and 
een artillery in the foremost 
ine.” 

This is cartainiy a remarkable 
anticipation of the artillery-cum- 
aircraft methods of the present 

hase of World War II.—say, in 

orth Africa, about which we are 
best informed. ‘General Sikorski 
was equally sound as to develop- 
ments of supply methods: “ The 
technical improvements introduced

A TRAINING GROUND 


The demesne garden was the prin- 
cipal training ground for youn 
gardeners, and its passing has le 
to a shortage of skilled ‘gardeners 
available for the smaller wvilla 
gardens. Fortunately, we still have 
some extensive gardens in this 
country where the owners are 
able to majntain large  collec- 
tions of some particular group of 
‘plante--thodedendrons at . Howth 
astle and at WHeadfort, choice 
shrubs at -Mt. Usher, conifers at 
Powerscourt, . the great herbaceous 
border at Castle’ Forbes. Such 
gardens fulfil part of the function 
of a botanic gardens, as they enable 
the ornamental value of plants to 
be compared in a beautiful natural

his connection the time seems 
ripe for the establishment in this 
country of a National Arboretum on 
the lines of those already in bein 
in the United States and Scotland, 

where the great wealth of trees and 
shrubs that can be grown in our 
climate would be suitably displayed. 
The Botanic Gardens at Glasnevin is 
now overcrowded, and its surplus 
plants would aid in the stocking of 
an arboretum which would form a 
sort of annexe to it. The modern 
tendency is for public gardens and 
parks to take the place that was 
once occupied by the great private 
garden in the disp ay of the 
gardener’s art. , 


SKILLED AMATEURS 

The disappearance of many of the 
large gardens has been offset. by an 
immense increase in the number of 
smaller ones—villg, suburban, and 
cottage gardens. The owners of 
these form a large body of 
skilled amateurs, growing greater 
every year, and, as our book shups 
show, an extensive arden literature 
has sprung up for heir instruction. 
The decline of the professional gar- 
dener has been followed by the rise 
of the amateur. The modern villa 
garden is Jaid out on labour-saving 
lines, so that much of the work can 
be done by the owner himself. Bed- 
ding out is reduced to a minimum, 
except for beds of roses which need 
little attention. 
are laid down to avoid everlasting 
hoeing. Flowering and evergreen 
shrubs are used plentifully, both as 
oo specimens and in borders, as 

hey are able to a great extent to 
fas after themselves. 

Rock work alone, amongst the 
more laborious forms of gardening, 
retains its popularity. Amongst our 
amateurs are several who specialise 
in the culture of a particular flower, 
of which they accumulate the 
choicest varieties. For them the 
joys of the collector are added to 
those of the cultivator, and at our 
flower shows special. classes are 
arranged for these fanciers. Old and 
modern roses, primulas, daffodils, 
dahlias,’ all have their devotees. In 
larger “countries enthusiasts for a 
particular flower form themselves 
into societies, and we have 
the National” Rose Society, the 
Carnation. Society, the Daffodil 
Society and others flourishing in 
England and publishing their own 
journals, 

The last feature of m@lern garden- 
ing that I shall draw attention to is 
the allotment movement. In 1939 
the number of employed’ allotment- 
holders in Eire was 4,846 and of un- 
employed 500. Last year these 
numbers had increased to 9,100 
employed and 21,595 unemployed. 
The Acquisition of Land (Allot- 
ments) Act of 1926 and the Amead- 
ing Act of 1934 have placed the 
allotment movement on a more secure 
footing, and it seems probable that 
it will take a permanent form.

Such would seem to have been the 
line of reasoning—probably sound, 
on the whole. he Allies had 
decided to make this their main 
effort for 1942-43.

‘The first of these is that 
climatic conditions will, for an 
appreciable time, eliminate the 
possibility of any decision being 
arrived at in Russia, The second is 
that Tunisia .is apparently the 
deliberately- chosen terrain on which 
the Allies have elected to challenge 
the Axis—after expressly rejecting 
any possible alternative. In other 
words, the decision of the 1943 fight- 
ing is bound up with Tunisia.
